Legion, it has been announced 
by Clarence Johnson and Farn- 
ham Matson, representing the 
‘American Legion and Kiwanis 
Club, sponsors of the local dele- 
gation. 


The Grayling delegates, Leon 
Deckrow, and Charles ‘Chuck” 
'McNamara, will combine with 


900 other boys from every Mich- 
igan county to establish and con- 
‘duct the mythical] 49th state on 
.the Michigan State College cam- 
pus in East Lansing from June 
.20 to 28. 

, On the first day, boys will be 
| organized into cities and coun- 


|ties, and will elect local officials.! 


| Nomination and election of state 
officers will follow. Boys’ State 
‘citizens wil be divided into two

All boys attending will be 16 
and 17 years old, and will not 
have attended previous Boys’ 
States. Shortly after their re- 
turn home, delegates will make 
reports on their experiences to 
sponsoring organizations. 

Boys’ State citizens will con-

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PARENTS SHOULD 
BE WEANED! 

(From Health and Hygiene) 

Refusal of parents to emanci- 
pate their adolescent son or 
daughter engenders family fric- 
tion leading, often, to severe 
emotional disturbances, Dr. H. 
C. Schumacher, director of the 
Cleveland Guidance Center told 
a section of the National Confer- 
ence of Social Work meeting in 
Grand Rapids this week. . 

“The adolescent is often ready 
for release from domination but 
one or both of the parents are 
reluctant to grant this and con- 
tinues the firm control with the 
result that friction, if not open 
warfare, follows!” 

The gradual assumption of in- 
creasing responsibility on the 
part of the adolescent and de- 
creasing domination on the part 
of the parents, Dr. Schumacher 
termed “psychological weaning.” 

Most of the fears and embar- 
rassments from which the young- 
sters suffer, Dr. Schumacher said, : 
center about social situations in! 
which he appears to a_ disad-! 
vantage. Worry over personal ! 
physical defects and the attend-} 
ent mental anguish frequently 
cause the adolescent to withdraw 
further from social contacts. 

The speaker warned that a fond 
mama’s refusal to allow her boy 
to drive a car or take out girls: 
or belittling him when he con- 
tinues to sing in the choir though 
his voice is changing may have 
a profound and lasting effect on, 
personality development, not. 
only in youth but later in adult! 
life. Such problems should be’ 
thought through and not left un-, 
solved, ‘ ' 

Dr. Schumacher advised par-; 
ents and teachers to learn to} 
recognize the signs of emotional : 
disturbance lest a chronic, un-' 
solved problem produce a perm-| 
anent neurosis. He warned 
particularly against unfair com- 
parisons as to intellectual ability 


since this might easily lead to! 


the creation of an_ inferiority 
complex, In an effort to com- 
pensate for a feeling of un- 
worthiness, the adolescent, at 
home, becomes moody, melan- 
cholic or rebellious.

Once again Michigan’s 120,000 
Masons select a Grand Master 
from the Capital City of Lansing. 
During the 96 years of history 
of the third Grand Lodge, Free 
and Accepted Masons of Mich- 
igan, Charles T. Sherman, who

28-29, became the fourth Lansing 
Mason to occupy the Grand East 
of Symbolic Masonry. 

Charles T. Sherman, the young- 
est son of 12 childiren, was born 
March 25, 1884 at Rochester, N. 
Y. At an early age his parents 
brought him to Toledo, Ohio, 
where he was educated in the 
public schools and the Davis 
Business College. 

At the completion of his edu- 
cation, he entered the employ of 
the Michigan Central R. R. Com- 
pany, at Wagon Works, Ohio, 
September 1902. He was suc- 
cessively associated with the De- 
troit & Toledo Shore Line, Ann 
Arbor R. R. at Toledo, and the 
Boyne City, Gaylord and Alpena 
R. R. He headed the traffic de- 
partment of the latter line in 
1913 and in 1916 became its gen- 
eral freight and passenger agent. 

In 1923 he entered private prac- 
tice before the Interstate Com- 
merce: Commission at Washing- 
ton, D. C., handling compensation 
claims for short line railroads, 
which grew out of the Federal 
Control of railroads during the 
World War. June 1928 he ac- 
cepted the position of Traffic 
Commissioner of Lansing Cham- 
ber of Commerce, which position 
he still holds. 

His education and the subse- 
quent progress in his chosen field 
of endeavor was the result of 
determination and sacrifice. Left 
fatherless at the tender age of 
12, it became necessary for him 
to make his own way in the 
world and this he did with un- 
flagging purpose. The accom- 
plishment cost ahim bitter effort 
and many deprivations, but to- 
day he cherishes it as an experi- 
ence of priceless value. 

While at Boyne City, he was 

active in all civic affairs, and 
served for two years as a mem- 
ber of the Board of Education. 
He was also a charter member of 
the local Rotary Club and oc- 
cupied the position of Superin- 
tendent of the Methodist Sunday 
School for ten years.

In Mushrooms 


In gathering mushrooms, bot- 
anists at Michigan State College 
advise, one should use nine parts 
care to one part of observation. 
During May and early June doz- 
ens of persons become ill, and 
some die, because what they 


thought was a meadow mushroom 
was the deadly amaniia. 

The only safe course in mush- 
room gathering is to know a few 
safe varieti:s well, ana stick 1o 
them. If a mu:hroom looks anly 
slightly different, it is not safe. 
It is still too early for the com- 
mon meadow mushroom to ep- 
pear, and anyone who thinks he 
has found such a fungus grow- 
ing in the woods should Jeave it 
growing and seek elsewhere. 

Inky caps and morels are the 
only mushrooms growing at this 
time of the year which may be 
gathered and eaten safely, and 
even the inky cap has near re- 
lations that are treacherous. 

The morel, which resembles a 
vellowish, gray sponge, can never 
be mistaken for any other varie- 
ty. It has a stout stalk, is hol- 
low, has a rough, ridgy surface, 
and grows in open woods, in old 
orchards, along stream banks, or 


under pines and firs. It appears 
in Michigan sometimes until 
June.

But there seems 
to be indisputable testimony that 
the lone individual is prone to

A new drug, discovered by two 
reseurch docters in the United 
States and develepad in British hos- 
pitals. has been of benefit in more 
than 50 per cent of hospital eases 


| treated for epilepsy, according to 


physicians. 

Refore a board of distinguished 
physicians, three doctors, W. Mc- 
Cartan and J. Carson. of the 
Brighton mental hospital, and Dr. 
I. Rrast, of the Friern hospital, have 
told of results the new drug has 
achieved.

Two American research men, 
Drs. H. Houston Merritt and Tracey 
J. Putnam, discovered it by elec- 
trically stimulating brains and nerv- 
ous systems of cets, finding that 
the animals had an automatic con- 
vulsion. 


They then experimented with aj 


wide range of drugs until they found 
e@ combination which canceled out 
the convulsion. 

They were then able to try the 
drug on human beings who were 
victims of epilepsy, and experi- 
mented on [42 severe cases. 

After treatment lasting in some 
cases 11 months. but averaging four 
months, 58 per cent of cases were 
completely relieved of attacks and 
27 per cent were substantially im- 
proved.

Government Is Planning _ 


Housing Census in 1940 

A national housing census,. the 
first of its kind to be attempted in 
the history of the nation, will be 
taken in 1940 in conjunction with the 
individual count, following action by 
congress in the final period of the 
last session. 

According to E. L. Ostendorf, 
president. of the National Associa- 
tion of Real Estate Boards, the cen- 
sus is “bound to be of far-reaching 
importance as a fact foundation for 
private enterprise, both as to new 
construction and’as to rebuilding of 
existing construction. Most impor- 
tant, the data will be made avail 
able for each community. 

“Because of the practical impor- 
tance of having local data made 
available as early as possible," Os- 
tendorft said, ‘‘the association will 
ask that the time of completing the 
census be moved forward.” 

Reporting on the bill, the senate 
coramittee on banking and currency 
stated: ‘Investment in housing 
represents one-fourth of our nation- 
al wealth. In the form of either 
loans, commitments or guarantees, 
the federal government has an in- 
terest of approximately $10,000, 000,- 
000 in Rousing. Yet this is the one 
branch of our national economy 
where reliable statistical informa- 
tion is sorely lacking.” 

The count of dwelling structures 


“and dwelling units is restricted in 


the bill to a collection of the most 
significant factual statistics. 


First Submarine Pontoons 

The navy department says that 
the first use of submersible paon- 
toons was in salvaging H. M. cruiser 
Gladiator, a British vessel, by the 
Liverpoo) Salvage association, un- 
der Capt. Fred W. Young, in 1908. 
In salvaging this vessel large steel 
cylinders were fastened to the sub- 
merged portion of the cruiser in 
such a way as to increase her 
buoyancy. The cylinders were built 
of steel plates and bars and were 12 
feet in diameter. They varied in 
fength from 40 feet to 75 feet The 
cylinders were tested to 25 pounds 
per square inch. The outer skin 
was sheathed with wood and the 
ends were protected by collision 
matting: These steel cylinders had 
special] valves to admit water for 
the purpose of sinking them and 
separate valves for the admission of 
air to drive out the water when it 
was desired to refloat them.

Barriers Erected - 
Against Car Thieves 


A powerful system of defense 
against the automobile thief has 
been built up for the protection 
of Michigan motorists and is now 
functioning twenty-four hours 
per day, according to Harry F. 
Kelly, Secretary of State. 

Describing the protective bar- 
riers erected in the Department 
of State, Secretary Kelly said: 

“Painting a stolea car a differ- 
ent color, the method used by the 
thieves of popular fiction, is use- 
less against Michigan’s system 
The system is color blind. A car’s 
color is never known to the state 
department. Neither license nor 
title application forms have a 
space for the color of the car to 
be listed. The department de- 
pends upon numbers to protect 
car owners from automobile 
thieves. 

“In order to use an automobile 
the owner must have license 
plates. A stolen car’s license 
number is known to every police 
officer in Michigan. It would be 
foolhardy for a person to drive 
in Michigan with stolen plates on 
his car. 

“To obtain license plates in 
his own name the thief would 
first have to obtain a certificate 
of title. If he is foolish enough 


to attempt to obtain a certificate 
of title his detection is almost 
the 


certain, since entire title 


division of the department is or- 
ganized to prevent auto thieves 
from obtaining titles. S6 smooth: 
ly does this theft detection sec- 
tion work that no law-abiding car 
owner is inconvenienced, yet 


every application for title is 
closely scrutinized. 
“Titles for new automobiles 


are issued only upon the present- 
ation of a bill of sale from the 
new car dealer. For used auto- 
mobiles a title is already in 


existence and it must be legally 


transferred, in the space provid- 
, to the buyer by the seller. 
Cars purchased outside the state 
by Michigan residents are in- 
vestigated by representatives of 
the Department of State before 
a title is issued for the car. 

‘It would be difficult enough 
for a person to obtain a title for 
a stolen car if this procedure 
were all that he must face, but 
there are even more stringent 
tests for him to pass. The de- 
partment is required by statute 
to keep a “stolen motor vehicle 
index.” AJl law-enforcement of- 
ficers in Michigan are required to 
report immediately to the Sec- 
retary of State all motor vehicles, 
stolen or recovered. This informa- 
tion is kept in a separate file by 
the department. Every certificate 
of title to be issued is checked 
against this ‘stolen file.” If the 
car proves to be stolen, the forces 
of the law are put in motion to 
apprehend the thief, and to re- 
cover the automobile. 

“For every car listed in the 


“stolen file,” a cross-reference is 
Placed in the title flle, by title 
number, and in the motor file, by 
motor number. These cross-ref- 
erences are known as “red flash- 
es” because they are printed on 
red paper. When an employee is 
making his routine check of a 
title application against the title 
and motor files he will see im- 
mediately the brilliant red “flash” 
and know that the car is listed 
as stolen.”

Science Betters 


Our Vegetables 


Two attacks by science are im- 
proving America’s vegetable sup- 
ply, a trend applauded by home 
economists on the staff of Mich 
igan State College. . : 


One of these advances is in the 


refrigeration which holds quality 
while the supplies come to con- 
suming centers or quick freezes 
the supplies so that year around 
fresh supplies tempt appetites. 
The other is in streamlining the 
types and qualities of the most 
popular vegetables. 

In the latter process, the plant 
breeders have taken the strings 
off the string bean, making it a 
snap bean. Even the carrot has 
taken new shape, with round 
tops that taper down to the roots. 

The tomato has undergone 
some interior decoration. Firm- 
ness and meatiness are new 
qualities. 

A head of lettuce of the ice- 
berg or New York type is far dif- 
ferent from olden day lettuce 
style. Even celery is gaining 
crispness and losing some of its 
stringiness in fiber. 

Why is the vegetable getting 
so much attention? 

Dieticians approve. They point 
to the “greens” with their calcium 
and iron. 

They also approve of the vita- 
min content available in many 
vegetables. For vitamin A one 
can turn to the green vegetables 
especially those with green leaves 
and to the yellow kinds such as 
carrots, sweet potatoes, squash 
and yellow corn and rutabagas. 
These also supply vitamin C and 
tomatoes as well do this. Some 
vegetables offer vitamin B-1 and 
even supplies of vitamin G.

LANSING—Michigan indus- 


trial plants, geared to meet sud-— 


den demands of America's new 
preparedness program, are re- 
ported suffering from a shortage 
of skilled labor. 

At Washington where a vast 
aviation program is being rushed 
to legislative completion, military 


experts decry the lack of trained , 


ground mechanics as a serious 
barrier to immediate relaization 
of the world’s foremost air force 
as recommended by President 
Roosevelt. 

In this situation of national 
emergency it is a sad commentary 
on government, and democracy in 
particular, that with all this 
feverish appeal for trained work- 
ers--men who incidentally com- 
mand good pay—government has 
done comparatively little to re- 
habilitate the idle thousands on 
public celief and the idle thou- 
sands inside prison walls to fill 
jobs such as these. 

The state social welfare com- 
mission is reported tc be fully 
cognizant of the need of rehabil- 
itaticn for family heads in those 
areas of northern Michigan, out- 
side the industrial belt. But the 
state has a deficit of approx m- 
ately 30 millions; the legislature 
reduced ine relief apnropriaticn, 
and you ean’ spend mony you 
haven't got. 

The prison situation app2ars 19 
be somewhat different. 

Therein lies an interesting 
story—one that is off the beatin 
track. It is the story 
igan’s ‘forgotten men"—the 7,500 
inmates of our prisons. 


5,000 Prisoners Idle 

When citizens commit a wrong 
against their fellows, justice de- 
crees they must be punished. 
Minor offenses bring a jail sen- 
tence or a fine; major offenses 
bring incarceration inside prison 
walls. 

In Michigan's three  prisons— 
Jackson, Ionia and Marquette— 
are 7,500 men. 

They are serving time ranging 
from a year to life. 


Approximately 950 out of the | 


7,500 are “‘lifers”, 
What do these 7,500 men do? 


Are they kept busy at useful 
tasks? Are they given an op- 
portunity to rehabilitate them- 


selves, to maintain their vocation- 
al skill? 

Here is the answer: 

Out of the approximately 6,500 
prisoners who may be eligible to 
ultimate parole or release, only 
1,500 are given employment in 
prison industries. 

Today there are 300 prison in- 
mates, already parolled by the 
state for good behavior and con- 
duct, who are denied the privilege 
of freedom because they c&nnot 
find a job outside. 


An Old Question 

The question of prison-made 
goods and where they should be 
sold has beset many state legis- 
latures. 

Until 1935 the state of Mich- 
igan permitted prisons to sell 
products of state industries in the 
open market. It was what the 
Michigan furniture industry con- 
sidered to be competition with 
private industry—sale of prison- 
made furniture to state institu- 
tions—that led to adoption in the 
legislature of-.a new law. This 
law permited the state to pur- 
chase’ its products anywhere,

In New York and 12 other 
‘states it is compulsory for state 
‘departments and institutions to 
i purchase such equipment, as 
‘could be manufactured to meet 
specifications, from state prisons. 
,The argument is that the state 
should use its own agencies to re- 
‘duce its own costs, and all this 
in the interest of the taxpayer, 
of course.

Training Men 

: William H. Burke, manager of 
‘the Michigan state industries, 
‘points out that Michigan is one 
of three states which confines 
, Prison industrial activities to a 
|small field such as state institu- 
;tions and departments on a non- 
jcompulsory basis. 

| “Out of the 490 men who have 
‘been employed at the Jackson 
|prison textile mill, 200 have just 
jbeen laid off due to lack of state 
.orders.” said Mr. Burke whose 
|Offices are at Jackson. “These 
{men go back into their cells, idle 
‘and unproductive. In the mean- 
; while, state purchasing agents 
‘are buying textile goods else- 
where, 

! “The law requiring men _ to 
_have jobs before being paroled 
is sound. But at the same time 
jit fails to provide that these men 
prepare themselves while in 
prison to assume their places 
again in society. Our prison pro- 
‘gram has been negligent in this 
‘regard. Require prison inmates 
to do something that will teach 
them the habits of industry; 
eee them self-supporting and 
you will improve their attitude 
itoward society.” 

Burke lauded the state correc- 
itions commission for  establish- 
;Ment recently of a trade school 
jat Ionia reformatory tn coopera- 
tion with private industry. 
Industry Critical 

Michigan manufacturers have 
been critical of prison industry. 
The low cost of prison labor, 10 
to 25 cents a day, is an emblem of 
“unfair competition,” they say. 

But in the meanwhile thou- 
i sands of prisoners are in idleness, 
‘supported by society itself and 
denied the privilege of learning 
and practicing a useful trade. 

Here is the old problem. Short- 
age of skilled labor in private in- 
idustry and the constant rise in 
cost of government merely puts 
it into sharp focus once again.

New Bon Fawns 


From mid-May to mid-June is | 
the month in which most fawns 
of Michigan's whitetail deer herd 
are born, and game men of the 
conservation department are 
again warning uninitiated not to 
pick up any they think are 
“orphans” in the woods. 

While the little spotted fawns 
may appear deserted and help- 
less, they should be left wher- 
ever they are seen, for the doe is 
usually only concealed not far 
away, awaiting the departure of 
the intruder to return to her 
young. 

In two to four weeks the fawns | 
begin to follow the doe about, 
and it is then that motorists in 
deer country are advised to be 
particularly careful. 

Among Michigan’s whitetail 
deer, twins are more common 
than single births, and occasion- 


ally there are triplets.
